WHOLESALE WAREHOUSE. 


McDougall & Secord’s new whole- 
sale warehouse at the corner of Jasper 
avenue and First street is now well 
under way.

HUDSON'S BAY. 

A P. Low, of the geological survey 
staff, has returned to Ottawa frorn 
the Diana expedition to Hudson’s 
Bay. The Diana met ice 150 miles 
outside the straits on June 10th. She 
entered the straits on June 23rd. On 
July 20th she reached open water in 
the Bay: No ice was in sight in the 
straits after August Ist. The Diana 
left Fort Chimo on Ungava Bay, south 
side of Hudson’s straits, on Sept. 16th. 
The information secured by the ex- 
pedition proves that the straits are 
generally clear of ice from August Ist 
to November Ist—information which 
could have been gathered more cer- 
tainly and satisfactorily from a perusal 
of the records of the voyages of the 
Hudson’s Bay Company vessels for 
the past 200 years than by an ex- 
pedition of a single season. An ex- 
pedition te find out what are the 
limits of the season of navigation in 
Hudson’s straits is all right. But no 
expedition is necessary to prove the 
absolute practicability of the straits 
for from two to threemonths each sea- 
son, ner could the expedition of a 
single season settle that point, if it 
had not been settled definitely already 
by the experience of so many years. 

The reason that the Hudson’s Bay 


route offers the best outlet for North- 
west wheat the conditions are not 
such as to admit of the building up of 
commercial cities to rival those of 
Eastern Canada for the trade of the 
Northwest. . 

The trouble with Canada is the 
idea which seems to be universal 
that one part can only prosper to the 
loss of another. ‘The fact is that in a 
country of such vast undeveloped re- 
sources there is the fullest opportunity 
for the prosperity of all. Indeed 
prosperity cannot exist in one part 
without favorably affecting the rest. 
Therefore the prosperity of one part 
is in the interest of all. It is now 
generally recognized that good prices 
for Northwest grain is particularly 


good for the trade of eastern cities.’ 


Then why not support the opening of 
the Hudson’s Bay route which will 
add at a moderate estimate 10 cents a 
bushel for ever to the price of the 
Northwest farmer’s wheat and enable 
him to buy and pay for that much 
more goods supplied frem the east?

established a fact that a few weeks 
ago the hon. minister of public works 
addressed a letter to the president of 
the C. P. R. asking the reason. He 
received a lengthy reply, the effect of 
which was thatthe New York route 
was cheapest and that it could not 
be helped. Both letters were pub- 
lished. If this state of affairs cannot 
be helped, in other words if the Mon- 
treal or St. John route cannot be 
made to take the trade from New 
York, what interest _has Montreal in 
preventing the grain which now goes 
out by New York going out by way 
of Hudsox’s Bay.

CHAS. GRIFFIN HEARD FROM. 

A letter received by Mrs. Chas. 
Griffin from her husband, who is a 
member of one of the parties bound 
for the Yukon by the water route, 
gives the following interesting 1nfor- 
mation of their trip. The letter is 
dated the 9th of September and _ says, 
in part: ‘Iam writing this just at 
the head and in sight of the Grand 
Rapids ; and they are grand. Imagine 
the river about 209 yards wide and 


| all boiling and foaming 20 feet high, 
| great big stones as big as our house 


standing up all over. We arrived 
here this morning after a rather hard 
When we arriv- 
ed at the Landing we tarred our boat 
It took us till three 
in the afternoon to get her loaded 
and then we found that she leaked so 
that we had to unload her and put 
her on the beach again. We worked 
all Saturday night tarring and _ lead- 
ing her and finally on Sunday morn- 
ing we finished it. It rained every 
day and all day from the time we left 
there till this morning, and we have 
slept in damp clothes all the time. 
We had to pick up another boat on 
the road down as we found that ours 
was too weak and too heavily loaded, 
for the low stage of water that the 
river is now in, to cross Grand rapids. 
We have one of the best guides on 
the river to take us as far as Fort 
McMurray where we will be out of 
all danger and will be able to proceed 
We expect to get 
our first taste of fresh meat, since we 
left Edmonton, to-night. Some In- 
dians have killed five moose and are 
just skinning one and we have bought 
a hind quarter and will have steak 
to-night after we pass the rapids. 
Weare in perfect health ; I never felt 
better in my life, not a touch of 
rheaumatism and not even a cold in 
my head. We areall full of hope for 
the success of our undertaking and 
confident of a safe return.” The let- 
ter is concluded here but has sub- 
joined the following postscript written 
from Fort McMurray under date of 
Sept. 13th: “We are safely across 
ail the rapids. Arrived here an hour 
ago without having any accident of 
any kind. One boat got a little hole 
punched in her, but we got it fixed 
in an hour. We leave here again in 
an hour or two.” These two dates 
show that the time taken frora the 
head of Grand Rapids to Fort Mce- 
Murray, 87 miles, was just four days. 


FIRES IN MANITOBA. 


Heavy fires occurred in many parts 
of Manitoba iin the first days of 
October. They were particularly de- 
structive between Selkirk and Rat 
Portage on the C. P. R. line. A trap- 
per named Laundry was burned tu 
death near Whitemouth, two women 
and five children were burned to death 
near Eeausejeur.

SEGERS-HARDISTY PARTY. 

A letter was received last week by 
Mrs. W. 8S. Robertson from her son, | 
F. M. Rebertson, who is a member of 
the above party. The letter was _be- 
gun on August 27th, at. which date 
the party were in the Athabasca river 
eight miles from Lake Athabasca. 
They had then been nine days on the 
river and were awaiting a fair wind 
for crossing the lake to Fort Chipe- 
wyan. They were all well and had | 
had good sport shooting ducks and | 
fishing. They had not seen any geese. | 
The work was very hard, but they 
were in good health and spirits. They | 
had caught vp to the Howey-Step- | 
hen party two days before. 

The latter part of the ietter was 
written from Fort Chipewyan, a few | 
days later, probably Sept. Ist. They 
had had a long and hard pull across | 
the narrows of the lake having had 
contrary winds. At Chipewyan they | 
traded their two flat boats to Colin 
Fraser for one large boat, in which to | 
continue their journey. They had 
passed the Stephen party. The wind 
had set in fair and they expected to | 
make good progress to Smith Landing. 
As this letter was written forty-one 
days ago the party must now be a 
a long way down the Mackenzie. 


THE BRIDGE. 

Pile driving commenced on Satar- 
day on the north pier of the Edmon- | 
ton bridge, and at the same time | 
Brindley’s scow began to dredge for | 
the middle pier. Sixty-four piles are 
required for each pier. The piles are | 
of tamarac and are fifteen to sixteen | 
feet long. The bottom of the river | 
has been dredged to a depth of eight 
feet below the present water level or 
five and a half feet below the original 
bed. The piles are driven to refusal, | 
which is from nine to eleven feet in 
the earth. They will be cut off five | 
feet below the present water level and 
three feet above the river bottom as it 
has been dredged. The caisson will then 
be filled with concrete three feet over 
the top of the piles as cut off, which 
will be about two feet below lew 
water mark. This will be the footing 
of the pier, and upon this the pier | 
proper will be built. Large loose 
stones will be piled around the foot of 
the pier to a depth of several feet. 
This is called rip rap. The body of 
the pier will be of concrete and faced 
all over with cement made of equal 
parts of Portland cement and sand to 
a thickness of three inches. This 
cement is much harder than any sand- 
stone. The Portland cement which is 
used costs $6.50 laid down at Edmon- 
ton, the railway freight being twice 
the first cost of the cement. To this 
teaming for two miles to the bridge 
site must be added. Seven barrels of 
cement are required to make one 
cubic yard of this facing, costing 
$45.50. 

The dredging for the middle pier 
was commenced in three feet of water 
The bottom is quite different from 
what it was at the north pier, being 
sand and gravel for a depth of eight 
feet. Below this is a hard 
bottom, which if it is the true bottom 
of the river, it will be impossible and 
unnecessary to drive pilesin. This 
bottem will be further tested to-day 
to find if it is only a crust, or bed 
rock. Lumber specially ordered from 
British Columbia arrived by special 
train on Saturday with which to 
build the caissons for the centre and 
south piers, and work will be begun 
on them at once. The caissons, which 
are full size of the foundation of the 
piers are 52 long by 15 feet 6 inches 
wide. Boulder stone to be broken up 
for use in the piers is being gathered 
on the bars up the river and brought 
down in boats and sand is being 
screened on the bar. Sixty-three 
men constituted the working force at 
the close of last week.
